Washington, Sept 16—(AP) — 


Panhandle Eastern Pipeline Co. 
eaid today distributors in Indiana 
and Illinois who have refused to 
comply with a curtailment order 
are violating- the federal natural 
gas act. 


Edward Buddrus, president of 


Panhandle, told a reporter such 
violations, under the act, are pun- 
ishable by jail sentences and fines.

Athens—l API—More than $1,- 


250.000 worth of medical supplies 
brought into Greece by the Amer- 
ican Mission the past year corn- 
batted possible outbreaks of dis- 
eace. Vaccines 
were used to 'im- 


munize civil war refugees against 
typhoid, typhus and other diseas- 
es. Large quantities 
of medical 


supplies were also sent to guarnlla 
stricken areas. 


DDT insecticide was important 


in the American-Greek 
malaria 


program which American officials 
describe as "eminently successful'1. 
Malaria always has been a scourge 
m Greece. Before World 
War II 


there were normally 
between 1 


and 2 million cases a year: in 
years 
/ith heavy rainfall there 


were between 2 and 3 million cases 
annually.

My Dear Family: 


We arrived last night in Oslo, 


Norway, after an all-day ride on 
the train from Bergen, Norway. 
I wrote you on the train of what 
we saw as we made the trip. If 
we were tired, it was from the 
excitement of seeing 
so 
much 


beauty and we are still talking 
about it. 
On the train we met 


two ladies whom we had met on 
the Queen Elizabeth. Fancy meet- 
ing them again away out here. 
They are from Jackson, Mich. 


We were out for a while this 


morning, window shopping; prices 
are always on the articles. 
We 


soon figured the cost and like 
England and Scotland everything 
is as much again or more than in 
thf United States. 
Wages are 


low—food and clothing high, most 
everything is on rations. 


The one thing we find less ex- 


pensive than in the United States 
is hotel rooms. 
We are at the 


Grand, said to be the best or one 
cf the best. 
Myrtle and myself 


have two enormous rooms, big 
bath and large entrance hall, also 
two big closets at le^s than half 
the cost in the States. The room 
is beautifully furnished, loveliest 
red carpet, chairs and lounge of 
gorgeous green brocaded satin and 
chairs of antique gold. 
A mirror 


ever three feet wide extends to 
a 12 foot ceiling and is of beau- 
tiful burnished gold. 


Rich velvet hangings of the; 


same length extend across the 
width of the room. Altogether it 
is a charming room and we feel 
as if we were visiting in some 
very elegant home instead cf be- 
ing mere hotel guests. The din- 
ing room is larger than the Ma- 
sonic ball room, and is complete- 
ly lined with mirrors, extending 
a great height. 
Enormous mar- 


ble pillars and handsome 
prism 


chandeliers together with uphol- 
stered rose silk mohair chairs and 
a stunning floor covering make 
a room that is worth looking at. 


You surely will laugh when I 


tell you that Norwegians always 
have a cold breakfast. 
This is 


what was served this morning. 
Everything was on a long table, 
buffet style. There were 18 dif- 
ferent dishes, all looked most at- 
tractive 
in silver dishes, there 


was chicken salad, shrimp salad, 
potato salad, goat cheese and a 
plate of Swiss cheese, platters of 
sardines, smoked salmon, sliced 
pickled cucumbers, beet pickles, 
carrot and pea salad, radishes, 
etc. 
The salads were so rich we 


ate little. The only hot thing we 
had was coffee, so we satisfied 
ourselves with rolls and the warm 
drink.
